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French Ambassador Spends Over 
a Hour with President, 


CONFERENCE KEPT SECRET 


Only Mr McKinley, Mr. Bay and the 
Frenchman and His Secretary Present. 


CONTENTS ARE CAREFULLY GUARBED 


Impression Prevails That the Reply 
Accepts All the Terms of the 
United States, but Seeks To 
Have Some Changes 
Made. 


Washington, August 9—More than twenty- 
four hours after it had begun to reach 
Washington the Spanish note in answer to 
the president's peace conditions was pre- 
sented at the white house by the French 
ambassador, What the mature of the an- 
swer was can only be coniectured at this 
stage, the secretary of state at the con- 
clusion of the conference making the for- 
mal statement that nothing whatever could 


be said -on the subject. The conference 


lasted an hour and twenty-five minutes. 
This prolonged discussion was be- 
lieved to indicate that the Spanish an- 
swer was not satisfactory in all re- 
spects, though in what points it fell 


the president is impossible to say. 

It was felt by the observers that had the 
answer been a complete acceptance of our 
terms the result would have been made 


answer was unsatisfactory, for in that 
case, in accordance with the prdsident’s 
statement herétofore made, his offer would 
have been. definitely withdrawn and fthe 
war resumed with greater energy than be- 
fore. | 

It would seem that there could be scarce- 
ly a good reason in this case for withhold- 
ing the resuit of the conference. On the 
whole it is rather to be concluded that a 
middie result was obtained; that Spain was 
found to have attached certain conditions 
to her acceptance of the president’s terms, 
but that the latter was not disposed to re- 
gard the injection of the new matter as 
sufficient in itself to warrant an immediate 
termination of the peace negotiations. 

According to this view the president 
has taken exception to some of the 
Spanish conditions, but has allowed a 
last opportunity for them to be with- 
Crawn or be modified. 

The Spanish reply is said to be divided in- 
to five points, or ‘heads, namely, Cuba, 
Porto Rico, Ladrone is‘ands, occupation of 
Maniia and appointment of a commission, 
which are treated in the order named. So 
far as could be learned no mention is made 
of the Cuban debt. The retention of arms 
and ammunition by the Spanish troops 
Comes in for indirect reference under the 
head of Cuba. 

Guesses Are All Worthless. 

In the absence of an official statement ‘it 
ls impossible to give the Spanish position 
on the several American conditions. But 
from the best information obtainable in 
treating each subject—Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Ladrones, Manila and peace commission, 
an acceptance in some cases 1s understood 
40 relate to conditions somewhat differing 
to those laid down by the American gov- 
ernment. As to Cuba the American terms 
demanded the evacuation of the island 
Without specifying the future form of gov- 
ernment.

The 
Spanish reply is said to develop somewhat 
the ecope of the commission, leaving to it 
not on'y the determination of the future of 
the Philippines, but also the details in- 
volved in the arrangement of a lasting 
peace. 

The outcome of the conference is un- 
known, but the best opinion obtainabie 
ls that the matter is still open; that 
Ambassador Cambon will report to 
Spain the results of his efforts and the 
desires of this government and that 
another reply from Spain as to sume 
detaiis wiil be necessary to a final con- 
clusion, 

There were just four parties to the ccn- 
ference, President McKinley and Secretary 
of State Day on the one side and M. Cam- 
bon, the French ambassador, and his first 
secretary of legation, M. Thiebaut, present- 
ing the cause of Spain. 

It was noticeable that neither Assistant 
Secretary John Moore or Assistant Adee, 
both of whom are authorities on diplomatic 
phraseology and one or the other of whom 
has been called into conference on previous 


occasions, were present. 
Day Declines To Talk. 

Secretary Day left the white house about 
$8 o’clock and went to the state department. 
In response to inquiries concerning the re- 
sult of the conference with M. Cambon he 
said that no information could be made 
public tonight. Further than that he .de- 
clined to say. He could not discuss in any 
way, he sald, the answer which had been 
submitted by Spain. 

Secretary Day returned to the white 
house about half-past 9 o’clock. Meantime 
Secretaries Alger, Bliss, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith and Attorney General Griggs 
had arrived at the executive mansion. The 
five members of the cabinet remained in 
conference with the president until 10:30 
o'clock. Assurance was given that the 
conference did not umount to a formal 
meeting of the cabinet, altfough the reply 
submitted by the Madrid government was 
Giscussed. 

At the conclusion of the conference 
Secretary Aiger said ihat nothing could be 
given opt tonight about the reply of the 
Spanish government, indicating that if was 
a subject of further consideration than 


had béeen yet given it.

The 
Spaniards charged again, but were forced to retreat to the jungle, where they kept a heavy fire going on one of the roads 
leading to the Americans’ trenches in order to prevent re-enforcements from arriving. The First California regiment and 
the Utah battery came to the rescue, through a withering fire and never wavered, though several were wounded and Cap- 
tain Richter was killed.

SEVEN AMERICANS WOUNDED 


General Wilson Takes a Porto Rican 
City After a Fight. 


Coamo, Porto Rico, August 9, via St. 
Thomas.—Genera! Wilson took the town 
of Coamo this méPhing with a loss of only 
seven men wounded, all members of the 
S'xteenth Pennsylvania regiment. 

Corporal Barnes, of company E, was mor. 
tally wounded; Sergeant Wishart was 
slightly wounded, and Privates Frank Whit- 
lock was struck in the groin, Clyde Frank 
was struck in the leg, Jolly and Herbert 
Lubold, both of whom were shot in the 
arm, were the othcrs injured. 

The Spanish are known to have lost their 
commander, Major Yeilescas, Captain E. 
Cante, Captain Lopez and nine privates, all 
killed, and to have had thirty-five wounded. 
The Americans captured 180 prisoners, prac- 
tically the whole force of Spaniards, except 
the cavalry. The capture of the town and 
garrison was neatly planned wnd splendidly 
executed. The Sixteenth Pennsylvania vol- 
unteers moved to a point at the north of 
the town last night and by forced marches 
of eight miles across the mountains arrived 
at the rear of the town about 7 o'clock this 
morning, just in time to cut off the ene- 
my’s retreat. 

Demolished the Blockhouse. 

At daylight the Third Wisconsin and 
troop C (New York) moved by the right 
flank, and artillery, supported by the Sec- 
ond Wisconsin, advanced in the center. 
The Fourth cavalry took up a position 
from which it could gallop to the field 
and sweep the valley into the town. At 7 
o'clock fire was opened upon the block- 
house, which was bammered with shell 
and shrapnel. The Spaniards replied with 
a few shots from their Mausers and then 
fied. The blockhouse was soon ablaze, 
and the artillery fire in front ceased as 
7:45. a,. m. ‘. 

Almost immediately volley firing was 
heard in the rear of the town. The Span- 
jards in seeking to escape ran straight into 
the line of Colonel Huling’s regiment, post- 
ed on the hills commanding the road. The 
enemy sought protection in trenches, but 
they could not withstand the deadly fire. 
With their commander and two captains 
killed, they were compelled to surrender. 

A troop of fifty Spanish cavalry escaped 
through the mountains, our cavalry being 
unable to pursue them. 

The, Spaniards had destroyed the stone 
bridge across the river Coamo, leading into 
the town, but it was evident that they 
were not prepared to make a strong re- 
‘sistance as no artillery was posted there. 

The natives received the Americans with 
delight. General Wilson immediately af- 
ter taking the town pushed the Wisconsin 
troops a mile-out beyand, where they will 
camp for the night.

A TRAGEDY IN BRUNSWICK 


Engineer George Heslep of the Souther 
Shot to Beath, 


STORY OF THE CAUSE TOLD BY BURNS 


Says He Caught the Engineer and His 
Wife in a Compromising Position 
and He Shot Heslep—The 
Woman Pleads for For- 
giveness. 


Brudswick, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)—En- 
gineer George P. Heslep, of the Southern 
railway, was shot to death this morning 
by W. S. Burns, an apprentice for Section 
Master Lowry, of the same road. The 
shooting wes caused, according to Burns's 
statement, by undue intimacy with Burns's 
wife on the part of Heslep. The coroner's 
jury decided the shooting was homicide 
and Burns was placed in jail. 

At a late hour this afternoon I secured 
an interview with Burns, and from behind 


‘hig cell door he told, fn a simple, straight- 


forward way, a story that is harrowing 
in details. The statement, polished to 
some extent to admit of publication, 1s in 
substance this: 

“Today when I was at work near Sterling 
I needed some tools from thé house. The 
northbound freight had just come in and 
was on the sidetrack. I walked up to the 
house and noticed that ajJi the doors were 
closed. I walked around the house and 
into a room adjoining my own. When I 
entered the room I heard a noise in my 
bedroom, and not knowing what it was I 
looked through a crack. The sight I saw 
set me crazy. In my house, and in my 
bedroom, was my wife, whom I thought 
Was as pure and as virtuous as any Wo- 
man that ever -lived, and a man whom I 
had never seen before. 

Fired Through the Window. 

“I stepped to my drawer and took out 
my pistol, walked out of the house and 
arourd to my bedroom window close to 
wherc they were lying and commenced to 
shoot. The man jumped up and put his 
hand to his hip and hollowed out, ‘Lord.’ 

“My wife ran out intw the woods and I 
I have 
two little children, cne three and the 
other one year old, and the shooting scar- 
ed them. I put up my pistol and wert 
to my babies to quiet them, and after 4 
long time my wifecame back. She begged 
me to come to her and I told her to gu 
away; that she had done something which 
made me ashamed of her; that made Gor 
ashamed of her, and that would make my 
children eshamed of her when they grew 
older. 

“YT was so hurt that I did not know what 
to do and she was crying all the time. 
I teld her we could not live together any 
more and asked her if she did not know 
what the preacher said when we were 
married about being true to one another 
and let no one put us asunder. She begeed 
me to forgive her, but I told her that I 
could not. She begged me to send her 
to her parents, end I told her I would. 
She was a Miss Florence Murray, of Emah- 
uel county, and I married her when I 
lived in Washington county. 

Thought His Wife Was Perfection. 

“Today before this happened if a man 
had told me my wife was not good I 
would not have believed him, and only 
last night I told a ycung man who said 
he wanted to marry but Was afraid of 
women, that if he could get as good and 
as pure a woman for his wife as mine 
wus he shculd not stop for anything *ut 
take her and go to the preacher. 

“IT never was in such trouble before and 
I do not Know what to do with my little 
childrén. They have got me locked up 
in this iron place and I cannot get to 
my children. Please ask some of the 
good respectable people who know me to 
see that my little boy and girl are taken 


care of, for they are all I have got and I 


do not want them to suffer.’’ 

The story of Burns was impressive 
in its straightforwardness and honesty. I 
Was alone with him during the interview 
and he talked like a man who felt that it 
would not be right to speak anything but 
the truth. No one can listen to him and 
not believe what he says. The body of 
Seslep was taken in charge by the 
railroad men and will be sent to his 
home. 


IMPROVING THEIR MILLS. 


Action of the Directors of the Eagle 
and Phenix. 

Columbus, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)—The 
directors of the Eagle and Phenix Com- 
pany held a meeting today at which a 
number of matters of importance were 
transacted.

Some 
of the contractors are figuring in the mat- 
ter are now in Quebec, and it was not at 
all convenient for them to have their bids 
in by tomorrow. The contracts to be let 
are big ones. 


ANOTHER BOB BREWER FOUND. 


People in Waycross Thought They 


Saw the Murderer as a Soldier. 

Waycross, Ga., August §8.—(Special.)—A 
rumor was current last night that the no- 
torious Bob Brewer, who killed several 
white men some years ago in Wayne coun- 
ty, was in town, and that he was a corpo- 
ral in the Ninth United States cavalry. 
A tall negro, light complected, and answer- 
ing very well the description of Brewer, 
came up town from the railroad yard, 
where his section of the regiment was wait- 
ing for orders to move. He wore a uniform 
and corporal stripes adorned his arms. Af- 
ter he returned to the train some of his 
fellows informed some white men here that 
the was the notorious Bob Brewer, of Jesup, 
and that he had killed six men in Georgia. 
Wihile very little attention and no credence 
was given the rumor, it seemed strange 
that negroes in the regiment would give 
out such information unsolicited. It wil 
be remembered that Brewer has been re- 
ported dead a number of times. One report 
a year or two ago had it that he joined 
the Methodist conference in North Carolina 
and went to south Africa as a missionary 
and died of fever, after confessing his 
crimes and identity to an American. An- 
other rumor was that he died of fever 
just before he landed in Africa and was 
at sea. He confessed all to the 
captain of the ship, saying ‘he did not want 
to die with such a terrible secret, as he 
wanted to go to heaven. Brewer commit- 
ted the murders in Wayne county about 
ten years ago and fled to the swamp and 
escaped. It was reported at that time 
among the negroes that he was captured 
and killed in the Altamaha river swamp 
mear Doctortown, though the white people 
were of the opinion that he escaped to 
North Carolina, and no trace of thim could 
be found. In spite of Brewer's reported 
death from time to time, he still bobs up 
alive every year or two and no effort is 
made to stop his mysterious appearances.

His Honor Determined to Prevent Lynck- 
ings in His County. 


JURY READY -TO ADJOURN 


But the Judge Instructei the Jurors 
To Do Their Utmost 


TD FERRET OUT THE LYNCHERS 


Gave the Jury to Understand That 
They Will Be Held Until Some- 
thing Is Done. 


Griffin, Ga, August 9.—Judge Marcus W. 
Beck created a sensation today almost 
equal to the one our little city experienced 
yesterday when he called the grand jury 
befose him and charged them in reference 
to yesterday's lynching. 

The jury has been in session about ten 
days and was ready to read its present- 
ments this morning and adjourn by noon, 
but their plans have been very greatly 
changed, and when they will adjourn no 
one can say. 

Judge ‘Beck was terribly in earnest when 
he addressed the jury, and among other 
things in his charge, sald: 


“Within about two years three negroes 
have been lynched in this county—a county 
that could justly boast of its progress along 
al] the avenues of civilization. In neither 
case has the crime for which the negroes 
were lynched been committed in this coun- 
ty. Two had come from Henry and the 
third from (Meriwether. 

“Your attention is now called to the fact 
that to avenge crimes committed in other 
counties a mob was collected on the streets 
of this town and on the roads of this 
county, and have cruelly, deliberately, de- 
flantly committed willful and outrageous 
murder. There can be no question as to 
the nature of the offense committed by 
yesterday's mob—it was awful, unholy, un- 
called for murder. 

“Your foreman tells me that you can fin- 
ish your work today, but I Say that you 
must stay here until you go to the bottom 
of this business. Stay until the eng of the 
week, if necessary; stay next week, if you 
can't finish during this, ana I will adjourn 
court in another county so as to hold this 
court in session. 

“See to it that some man is punished for 
this shameful deed. See that Spalding 
county is not made the dumping ground for 
the criminals that other counties want 
lynched. See that other counties no longer 
look upon this as the shamble to which 
they lead brutes for the butcher. 

“And I charge you now to lay aside all 
other work, stop all other business and fer- 
ret Out the murderers. Indict every man 
who took part, directly or indirectly, in the 
work of the mob. Swear in twenty bailiffs, 
if you need them; send out hundreds of 
subpoenas, If necessary, close every store, 
every bank and every office and bring their 
inmates before you to testify against the 
lynchers. The mob walked these streets 
and were seen; bring here the men who saw 
them and let them give the names. 

“Send to Pike and Meriwether counties 
and bring witnesses. If any man on the 
ehter heartily into this 
work, let him retire from the jury and let 
his name come out of the grand jury 
box.”’

(Mr. Hoyle ig 
a Columbus young man, who was recently 
admitted to the South Georgia Methodist 
conference, and who is very generally es- 
teemed here. Sunday he announced to his 
congregation, to the suprise of many pres- 
ent, that he had resigned the pastorship. 
It is claimed by Mr. Hoyle’s friends that 
h.s failure to work in harmony with the 
official referred to was because of th:s 
official, having founded the chureh, desired 
to take a prominent part in all its proceed- 
ings, and to direct in a general way the 
affairs of the institution to the extent that 
the pastor was hampered. 

Rev. Hoyle is of congenial sprit and it is 
said that the objections were urged by the 
official that he was a trifle too ‘‘dudish’’ 
for his congregation, and mingled too freely 
with his young men friends of “‘dudish"’ 
inclinat‘ons.

THE GRAND JURY 


Government Will Release the Spanish 
Seamen Now in Prison. 


Washington, August 9.—The United 
States has magnanimously offered to parole 
the 1,300 Spanish naval prisoners taken at 
the destruction of Admiral Cervera’s fleet, 
whenever Spain is ready to repatriate them. 
With the exception of the officers, who are 
enjoying American hospitality within the 
limits of Annapolis, the bulk of these pris- 
oners are confined to the naval! station at 
Portsmouth, where they have the liberty 
of a large picturesque island and are com- 
fortably quartered and fed in temporary 
buildings erected specialiy for their use. 

The offer of this government was made 
regardless of the approaching culmination 
of peace negotiations and simply with a 
view of sending home a large number of 
nationa] guests who had considerably over- 
stayed their welcome and become burdens 
upon the hosts. These Spaniards have suf- 
fered scarcely any Of the restraints usually 
imposed upon prisoners of war. Most of 
them were terribly debilitated from the de- 
privations they had suffered, ang a large 
percentage have had to be nurseg and cared 
for in the hospital. They have been fully 
restored to health and vigor. Although this 
striking instance Of American generosity 
to an enemy was,oOfficially laid before the 
Madrid authorities through the representa- 
tive of a neutral nation some days ago, no 
response whatever has been receivéd, be- 
yond the simple acknowledgement, with the 
statement that it would receive consider- 
ation. 

There was every reason to believe that 
Spain would eagerly embrace the opportu- 
nity to secure these prisoners, constituting 
as they do the flower of the naval force, as 
an important source of strength to the gov- 
ernment at this time, in case domestic dis- 
satisfaction assumes dimensions which 
could be controlled only witS great difficul- 
ty. The offer, however, did not contemplate 
the gratuitous transporting of the men to 
Spanish territory, as in the case of Toral’s 
garrison at Santiago, but provided only for 
their delivery on neutral vessels, under 
guarantees of security in the ports of the 
United States, and perhaps the Spanish de- 
lay is caused by the difficulty of securing 
a single transport at the present time. 


NORTH DAKOTA’S GOVERNOR DIES 


Ill Health Made Him Seek the Pacific 
Slope. 


Bismarck, N. D., August 9.—Governor F. 
A. Briggs, of North Dakota, died of con- 
sumption. J. M. Devine is lieutenant gov- 
ernor. 

Governor Briggs was elected two years 
ago to be chief executive, having previous- 
ly been auditor. He was a young man and 
very popular, but his health was much 
broken and he was compelled to spend sev- 
eral months in California seeking @) recup- 
erate. Before coming to North Dakota he 
was a resident of M.nneapoiis. 

Last year he announced that because of 
his il) health he would not be a candidate 
for .renominat.on at the republican state 
convention, but as his health seemed to im- 
prove his friends urged his candidacy. 
However, the day before the recent state 
convention it was announced finally thar he 
would not be a candidate ang it had been 
thought that he would, as soon ag his term 
ended, seek to regain his health on the Pa- 
cific coast. 

Colonel Bogan Dies. 

Boston, August 9.—Colonel Fred G. Bo- 
gan commander of the Ninth Massachu- 
selts Lnited States volunteers, died at his 
home in Charleston today. Colonel Bogan 
arrived home from Cuba a few days ago 
in a greatly debilitated condition as a 
resu.t of the hardship attendant upon the 
campaign, but {ft was thought he would 
recover and he showed favorable symp- 
toms until early today when a sudden 
change occurred, and he died a few muin- 
utes later. Colunel Bogan was forty-five 
yeurs of age, 

Soldier Dies at St. Simons. 

Brunswick, Ga... August 9.—(Special.)— 
Private Robert Ruth, of company A, North 
Carolina, died last night. Surgeon Brevard 
states that his death wus due to sickness 
contracted while camping in North Car- 
lina, which afterwards developed here. The 
funeral was held this afternoon and the 
body interred at Frederica. 
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Move All Soldiers North. 


Washington, August 9.—A large move- 
ment of troops northward is probable. It is 
the purpose of the war department now 
that the Wade Porto Rican expedition has 
been ubandoned, to move the troops at 
Jacksonville, Chickamauga and Newport 
News and perhaps those at Manassas, Va., 
further north, Practice marches will be re- 
surted to in a considerable degree in order 
to improve the health of the troops. All the 
soldiers at the points named will not be 
moved, but a large part of them will re- 
ceive orders.

How They Will Be Elected.

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The Second District Member Makes Ringing Reply 
to a Southerner’s Attack on the South. | 


Editor Constitution—In its issue of August 5th The Baltimore Manufacturers’ 
Record publishes a letter from President W. L. Trenholm, of the North American 
Trust Company, of New York, to President P. D. Pollock, of Mercer university, 
Macon, Ga., “touching the investment of northern capital in the south.” 


Of this letter The Record says: 4 

“It ig of particular and timely interest, inasmuch as it is written by a south- 
ern man in close touch with New York’s financial energies to another southern. men 
desiring to see removed the obstacles to a full development of southern resources. 


I have read the letter carefully, and for the same reasons given by The Record 
as making it timely, I desire as briefly as possible to take notice of a few state 
ments therein. Although President Pollock's letter is not printed in full, it ap- 
pears from quotations therefrom in President Trenholm’s letter that the Georgia 
college president is, in his own language, ‘‘seeking to establish the fact that the 
breaking up of the ‘solid south’ politically will be conducive to the material inter- 
ests of this section by inducing a larger investment of northern capital in the rich 
and promising southern field; that it will have this effect by giving the people 
of the north a tangible and material proog of our friendliness, and of the fact that 
investments will no longer be liable to adverse and unfriendly legislation.” 

It is unnecessary for me to say more of this extract from President Pollock's 
letter than that the people of the south are not yet ready to exchange white su- 
premacy for northern capital. If northern capital must have as its traveling com- 
panion negro equality or domination, then northern money is not wanted in the 


sduth. While I am very far from believing that President Pollock would advo- 
cate a proposition so revolting as this he must know, if he will but reflect, that 
republican control means negro domination in the southern states. He forgets 
also that there is no solid south now. North Carolina has one republico-populist 
senator and one populo-republican senator, a populist-republican governor, eight 
populist-republican congressmen (one of them a negro) and one lone demecratic 
congressman; all of which was accomplished not by a “coalition of democrats, 
populists and socialists,” so abhorrent to President Trenholm, but by a coalition 
of republicans, populists, socialists and negroés. President Trenholm does not 
agree with President Pollock here unless in his own language “the political 
change is attended with an entire face about in public opinion on certain public 
questions.” a 

While this slight. disagreement in opinion between the two presidents crops 
out they appear to be in complete harmony in the belief that upon our entire 
regeneration as a people depends our material salvation. 

President Trenholm’g bugaboo with which he frightens himself and seeks to 
bully his benighted brethren at the south, is what he is pleased to call ‘““Bryanism.”’ 
This grim spook appears to stalk boldly and constantly through all the banquet 
halls of our great financial centers and will not down at the bidding of the fright- 
ened banqueteers, It is the skeleton at all the feasts of New York’s great financial 
folk and, in the opinion of President Trenholm, is an insurmountable barrier to 
southern progress and southern prosperity. I undertake to say without fear of 
successful contradiction that, with the possible exception of certain wheat growing 
states to which a temporary rise in the price of wheat has given a brief season of 
comparative prosperity, the people of the south are fully as prosperous (if the 
word may be used in connection with our present condition) as the people of any 
section of the country. The large prosperity of the west departed with dollar 
wheat and the grim reality of 60 cents wheat brings our western friends again, 
face to face with a period of adversity. | 

President Trenholm says, -‘‘Capitalists at the north are not rendered averse to 
southern investments because the people of the latter section stand solidly to- 
gether in political opposition to negro domination, force bills and high tariffs, but 
they (northern capitalists) are afraid vf the influence of ‘Bryanism’ not only upon 
the future course of legislation at the south, but also and perhaps chiefly upon 
southern conceptions of commercial integrity and sound business policy. The feel- 
ing is,’’ he continues, “that when whole communities talk, write, and vote in favor 
of scaling debts by debasing the currency. and in favor of reconstructing the 
courts in order that revolutionary and unconstitutional legislation (the income tax 
law, I presume) may not be set aside, the persons constituting these communities 
are likely to become unsettled in mind as to the binding force of their individual 
obligations; and their legislatures are also likely to try to shape state legislation 
on the model of that advocated at Chicago.” 

This means, in plain English, that all advocates of the Chicago platform 
mede in 1896 are either knaves or fools. The learned epistolarian, mindful of the 
fact that he was once one of them, pays sowthern people the more than 
doubtful compliment of placing them in the latter class.

The Cost of the War. 

The New York Sun figures that the 
cost of the present war with Spain will 
aggregate not less than $943,000,000. 
This estimate includes not only current 
expenses, but interest on the war debt 
contracted, pensions, losses of produc- 
tive labor, war claims and other items. 

With respect to current expenses 
which cover merely the sums appropri- 
ated, or to be appropriated, by the fed- 
eral government in prosecuting the war 
to its close, The New York Sun calcu- 
lates that at least $400,000,000 will be 
spent before hostilities are over. In ar- 
riving at this amount, our contempo- 
rary is guided by the record of sums ap- 
propriated by the federal government 
during the late civil war and also by the 
fact that pperations in the present war 
are relatively much more burdensome 
upon the treasury than were operations 
in the late civil war or in any former 
war. Up to the present time it finds 
that the average monthly expenses in- 
curred in the present war have been 
50 per cent heavier than the average 
monthly expenses incurred in the late 
civil war from 1861 to 1865; and when 
everything is taken into account on the 
score of current erpenses, it contends 
that $400,000,000 is more apt to fall short 
of than to exceed the actual figures. 

Under the head of state expenditures 
the New York newspaper figures that 
not less than $15,000,000. will cover the 
cost which the present war will entail 
in the aggregate upon state treasuries. 
Mention is made of the fact that New 
York alone has appropriated $1,500,000. 

Next, under the head of private con- 
tributions, the New York newspaper es- 
timates that not less than another $15,- 
000,000 will be paid out before the record 
of the present war is complete. This 
amount includes the subscriptions which 
have been raised in the way of gelief 
funds and the iike. With respect to 
war claims which aggrieved parties have 
filed for damages and which they will 
file hereafter, the New York newspaper 
estimates that fully $20,000,000 will 
eventually be paid out in this manner.

They 
commenced to charge at least 200 yards 
from our works; we had nothing to do but 
mow them down—could not help it, as we 
had the finest kin@ of a posif/on and they 
were on the beautiful white sandy soil. 
There was not as much ag a cornstalk 
between us to protect them; they charged 
under great disadvantages, and we, of 
course, took advantage of it. After the 
battle was over the ground for acres seem- 
ed to me was covered with bluecoats, and 
it seemed that one could walk all over it 
on men for acres and acres, without touch- 
ing the ground, but I noticed the next 
morning a great many of them had dis- 
appeared.

In its issue of the same date The Philadelphia Inquirer (another goldite organ) 
says: 

“Business still waits the shaping up of the new trade year. We have large 
crops in prospect, but they are not made; we expect to get good prizes for cereals 
but the basis of value has not yet been determined; we expect the demoralization 
in railroad rates will be ended shortly, but the machinery for ending it ‘s not yet 
visible; we hope for an expansion in manufacturing, but the immediate tendency 
seems to be in the other direction, and, finally, we look fur peace with Spain, which 
however, ‘s not yet in clear sight.”’

Each day a delegation of ladies from the 
local chapter of the order goes out to the 
post to superintend the work of preparing 
the meals and to aid the trained nurse, 
Miss Pindell, who has been assigned to do 
the cooking for the convalescent table. 

Everything works in perfect harmony 
with the regulations of the post and the 
officers in charge of the hospitals are agree- 
ably surprised at the large amount of good 
the carefully prepared meals of the dieta- 
ry kitchen have done the convalescents in 
the short time the work had been going on. 

Every morning the head surgeon of the 
hospital issues tickets to all the convales-

cents who are judged to be able to leave 
their rooms and these tickets are presented 
by the men at the door of the ladies’ dining 
room which admits them to a meal. 

Yesterday the ladies in charge received 
seventy-five patients at lunch, all of whom 
were waited on promptly and the men who 
were so fortunate as to receive a ticket 
for the meal were delighted at the idea of 
a change of diet. 

The committee from the Daughters of 
the American Revolution that had the 
kitchen in charge yesterday consisted of. 
Miss Junia McKinley, chairman; Mrs. E. 
H, Barnes, Miss Joseph, of Columbus; Mrs. 
M. C. Halliday, Mra, B. W. Wrenn and 
Mrs. Sam Stocking. The committee was 
aided materially by Mrs, Florence Partello, 
the wife of Captain Purtello. 

The lunch which was served at noon 
yesterday was of the kind the regular sol- 
dier in the United States army knows of 
only by hearsay. It was foreign to the or- 
dinary army rations and even to the meal 
prepared for the sick in the hospitals. 
The menu consisted of chicken broth, milk 
toast, poached eggs, creamed Irish pota- 
toes, delicately fried bacon and tea and 
coffee, together with all the milk the con- 
valescents cared to drink. 

The scene was a lively one With the la- 
dies of the order who acted as Waitresses 
for the soldierg running about in the small 
limits of the kitchen looking out for their 
patients, with all of them talking at the 
same time. The large range used in the 
dietary kitchen was kept at a great heat 
for more than two hours, while the stream 
of convalescents poured.in at the dining 
room door. ‘Take that milk off quick, be- 
fore it curdles,’’ some waiter would ex- 
claim in great excitement, while a dozen 
or more ‘like peremptory demands would 
be hurled at the cook, “Get out of my way, 
please, I’m in a hurry,’’ one of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution would ex- 
claim to a group of daughters who wege 
trying to crowd through the door.

JOHN T MOODY WAS CONVICTED OF 
fraud yesterday morning after a four 
days’ trial in the city criminal court. As 
soon as the verdict of the jury was read 
by Solicitor O'Neill Judge Berry sentenced 
Mr. Moody to six months in jail and a 
fine of $1,000 or twelve months in the coun- 
ty chaingang. 

Deputy Sheriff Tye immediately took 
charge of his prisoner and Moody’s attor- 
neys made a motion for a new trial. Judge 
Berry fixed Moody’s bond at $2,000, which 
he made. The bond was signed by Cashier 
John K. Ottley, of the Fourth National 
Bank: Mr. George W. Parrott, of the 
Capital City Bank, and Mr. W. M. McKen- 
zic, president of the Marietta Guano Com- 
pany. 

The verdict of the jury was a great sur- 
prise to Moody and his attorneys. The 
lawyers for the state, Solicitor O'Neill and 
Hammond, Skeen & Langley, who have 
managed the case, were confident and they 


- were pleased with the verdict in the case. 


Mr. Hiler, representative of Bacon & Com- 
pany, of New York, the prosecutor in the 
case, was greatly gratified with the verdict, 
and said that he has felt that he was right 
ever since he began the proceedings against 
Moody. 

From the close records that have been 
kept of the testimony in the case and the 
rulings of Judge Berry it was known that 
@ motion for a new trial would be made 
as soon as the verdict of the jury Was an- 
mounced. The motion for a new trial was 
framed immediately after the verdict was 
announced and Judge Berry will take sev- 
eral days to consider it. The motion was 
Pounded on several grounds. It said that 
the court had no jurisdiction and that 
Judge Berry erred in many of his rulings. 

Immediately after the assembling of the 
court yesterday morning Judge Berry be- 
gan his charge.to the jury. It covered 
the ground very thoroughly and was a 
very able one. Judge Berry spent much 
time on the preparation of the charge, and 


- in its delivery the jury was given concisely 


and completely every particle of the evi- 
dence which might influence the jury in its 
verdict. 

With the large number of books, ac- 
counts and other papers that had been in- 
troduced in the case by the attorneys the 
jury retired. It was out for nearly an 
hour and this time was a very anxious 
period for the lawyers, the prosecutor and 
‘defendant. Mr. Moody remained sanguine 
to the last and said after the verdict was 
made that he was surprised. He still has 
no fear of the ultimate outcome of the 


case, which he believes will be in hig fa- 


vor. 

Mr. Hiler left for New York city at noon 
yesterday. He said he would return to try 
the other two indictments that are now 
against Moody. These indictments are me- 
terially the same as’ the others. They 
charge the same, but are founded on other 
alleged facts. The prosecutor said before 
he left the city that he had no personal 
feeling in the matter, but was only taking 
the course he had taken for the benefit of 
the business world.

"My hame is Ethei Eva Stewart.’ said 
the child, “and my mother is Mrs. Dora 
Stewart, who'lives on Humphries street.

Mamma left 
mé at the depot and told me to wait awhile, 
and I kept wéaiting, and she just never 
come at all.

Miss ‘Powell Talk of 
the Trip to Tampa.

Tamipa the young ladies who returned 
yesterday morning with glowing accounts 
of their reception by the weary soldiers 
longing for a sight of the girls from home. 
Heartsick and discouraged at the repeated 
eountermanding orders to the front, 
the men hailed with unbounded expres- 
gidns of delight this invasion of their mo- 
notonous station in an unfamiliar country, 
and were pleased with their visitors 
ps were the young ladies with their hosts. 
In speaking of their reception, Miss Pow- 
ell “They were sweetly and sym- 
pathizingly tender, and acted like children 
new toys after a recent visit from 
Claus, 2 

“Having been conveyed from the train 
to the camp in army wagons, we were 
assigned to tents pitched next to officers’ 
quarters. and after an inferval of rest we 
were invited to supper in the officers’ tent. 
This meal, like all others during our stay, 
was composed of the regular army food, 
and we heartily enjoyed it. 

“Our were cooked by 
privates—an Atlanta man of good family 
—and we were waited on at the table by 
the soldiers. We were told that a friend- 
ly contest had arisen before. our arrival 
as to who would serve as waiters, all the 
men desiring to act in that capacity. 

“During our entire visit we were under 
the army regulations, and while nominally 
in accordance with the same rules 
governed the privates, we were 
to none of their discomforts. 

morning after our. arrival,’’ 
continued ‘Miss Powell, ‘‘our party was 
awakened by the reveille, and, as I had 
never heard it before, I was at first 
frizhtfully alarmed, as I was entirely ig- 
norant of this ceremony, which, sounding 
as it did, just outside our tents, almost 
led me to think for a moment that the 
world was at an end, and that noise I 
heard was Gabriel's trumpet.’’ 

After an excursion through the camps 
and the surrounding country in the morpn- 
ing the young ladies were summoned to 
the field for the presentation ceremony at 
§ o'clock in the afternoon. On their ar- 
rival, a hollow square was formed of the 
Second Georgia, the Fifth United States in- 
fantry and a Maryland regiment. In the 
cehter Colonel Brown, Adjutant Freeman, 
the colorbearer, and ‘Miss Powell took.their 
stand, with the other young ladies of the 
association and a number of visitors from 
Port Tampa as a background, forming 
the fourth side of the square, 

The color bearer advanced, and Miss 
Powell received the flag. Then, although 
she had been assured that she would not 
have to speak, she saw that a few words 
were expected, and silezing the inspiration 
of the moment, she addressed a few words 
of presentation to these ‘anen of Geor- 
gia” in that melodtous voice which reached 
the ear and heart of every soldier on the 
field. Adjutant Freeman then stepped 
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‘forward, and in an eloquent speech accept- 


ed the gift in the name of the regiment. 
The dress. parade, with which it was in- 
tended the exercises should close, had to 
on account of the storm 
which had just arisen, and. the men, 
ordered to “shelter aS quickly as possi- 
ran madly for their tents in the 
pelting rain, cheering wildly as they went. 
The sudden rain having extinguished all 
the fires in the camp, it was 11 o'clock 
before supper was ready, but the interval 
of waiting was whiled away by an im- 
promptu vaudeville programme with which 
the soldiers entertained the _ visitors. 
Dancing,‘ music and singing were enjoyed 
in the tents for awhile, and then, the rain 
having ceased, the performance was con- 
tinued outside. 

“I can imagine nothing more beautiful,” 
said ‘Miss Powell, “than the camp scene 
at night. In the midst of a grove of 
water oaks the long rows of white tents 
shone out through misty gray festoons of 
Florida moss draped on the trees. The 
moon throws over all a dfm light that 
adds a mysterious solemnity to the scene, 
and as the night advances, its mellow 
tint grows hard and white, revealing in 
clear-cut brilliancy a landscape that would 
be to an artist ‘inspiration or despair.’

morning after the presentation, but when we 
were ready to start for the train several 
of the men came in with well-feigred con- 
Slernation on their faces and informed us 
that all the “mules had run away, and it 
would be impossible to catch the train by 
“walking.

In spote 
of the fact that they, ‘like soldiers all,’ 
never complained in words, their faces

Same troops were rough recruits; utterly 
‘gnorant of military tactics. Their instruc- 
‘Hon has beén so thorough. however, and 
their zea) so great, that General Gordon 
and Colonel Coppinger’s corps asserted, 
When they saw the Second Georgia, that 
it was a mateh for the oldest regiment of 
regulars ii the service. The order and 
disciptine is so perfect that when a riot oc- 
eurs in one of the neighboring towns, and 
the troops have to be called in, the citi- 
Zens send their first appeal to the Second 
Georgia to quell the disturbance, for this 
regiment esfablished a re putation for stead- 
iness and obedience to duty unsurpassed 
by any regiment in the command. They 
are most eager to answer calls. for, be- 
Cause these riots are often more dangerous 
than battles, they have thus an opportunity 
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to distinguish themselves, and effect some 
active good. 

“The splendid order and discipline, as 
Well as the unusual sobriety of this camp, 
is due to the example of the officers, whose 
uprightness and integrity command the re- 
Spect of the soldiers and inspire them to 
emulation.’’ 

During the visit the officers of the regi- 
ment and the ladies were called together to 
discuss the business of the relief associa- 
tion, the account books being brought for- 
ward, and the expenditures explained; it 
Was shown that the larger part of the 
roney sent by the association had been 
ured for ice, lemons, and milk, although 
other articles had been bought and an 
itemized account, With the date, serupu- 
lously exact, had been kept. The officers 
thon informed the ladies that their aid had 
undcubtedly saved the life of many a sick 
soldier, and that’ every man in the regi- 
ment appreciated their magnificent work.

SICK SOLDIER GOES HOME. 


Corporal Middlebrooks, Second Georgia 
Regiment, Is Taken Home. 

Corporal T. M. Middlebrooks, company 
A, Second Georgia regiment, who. with 
a number of other volunteers that were 
taken sick at Tampa with typhoid fever 
and sent to Fort Thomas, Kentucky, pass- 
ed through the city yesterday on his way 
to his home at Covington. 

Corporal Middlebrooks has been danger- 
ously sick for nearly a month, but lately 
his condition was such that'it was thought 
that he was able to go home, and his 
father, Colonel L. lL. Middlebrooks, went 
to Fort Thomas for the purpose of bring- 
ing him home. 

He was very weak from the fever, how- 
ever, and it was necessary to have a 
stretcher placed in the baggage car for his 
comfort. In this way he arrived in At- 
lanta yesterday morning, and after remain- 
ing here a few hours, left for Covington. 

In speaking of his son’s condition, Col- 
onel Middlebrooks gaid:

Train Load of Fever Patients and Wound- 
ed Men Left Yesterday. 1 


185 CONVALESCENTS ON TRAIN

The Object fin Sending Patients to 
Washington Is Not Known at Post. 


MANY VOLUNTEERS ARRIVED . YESTERDAY 


Train of Fever Patients from Fernan- 
dina, Fla., Was Filled with 
Volunteers. 


HE first train load of convalescents to 
leave Fort McPhersom left the post 
yesterday afternoon for Washington, 
D. C. One hundred and eighty-five soldiers 
who ‘have recovered partially from gunshot 
wounds and typhoid iever were given a 
two months’ leave of absence and put on 
the hospital train, which arrived Monday 
afternoon, to be carried to Washington. In 
charge of the .train was Major Richard, 
of the hospital corps, who has spent more 
than two months of almost continuous rid- 
ing on the hospital train from one camp 
Of the army te «nother. Major Richar1! is 
one of the most experienced surgeons in 
the service and has devoted years to the 
study of his profession. — 

Yesterday morning he received a tele- 
gram from the war department at Wash- 
ington to bring all the convalescents at 
Fort McPherson to tat city at once. Where 
the men are to go after arriving in Wash- 
ington ts not known, oyt it is supposed 
that they Will be furnished transportation 
to their homes throughout the country. 

The order was received with celight by 
many of the <onvelescents, but.some of 
them whcse homés'are far away from the 
capital were rather uismayed at the idea 
ef. being sent to Washington, having no 
knowledge of when they could go to their 
homes, 

Two of the North Carolina volunteers 
who were unable to accompany their com- 
rades to St. Simon’s isiand and were left im 
the hospital at Fort McPherson were 
among the number to be sent on the hos- 
pital train yesterday afternoon. The two 
men made an effort before leaving to per- 
suade the officers in charge not to make 
them go to Washington. One, in his sim- 
plicity informed the adjutant at the post 


resign from the service if that officer would 
not compel him to go to the capital. 

Only one or two vf the men who were 
thought well enough to take the trip were 
required to be brought to the train on 
stretchers, as most of them were strong 
enough to walk the distance by themselves. 
Many of the convalescents were the vet- 
erans of the battle of Santiago, who have 
been slowly recovéring from their wounds 
who have been allowed to wander

hospital train, in charge of Major 
Richaré. after delivering the patients safe- 
ly in Washington, will return dt once to 
Tampa for another loud of sick and wound- 
ed for Fort McPherson. 

Volunteers Came on Hospital Train. 

The large number of fever patients that 
arrived at Fort McPherson Monday after- 
noon was made up mainly of volunteers 
from the Fourth army corps hospital at 
Fernandina, Fla., and the Seventh army 
corps camp at Jacksonville and a few from 
Tampa and Key West. ” 

No .commissioned officers were on 
train and only a few sergeants of 
volunteer force. 

The volunteer regiments’ represented 
among the new arrivais are the Third and 
Fifth Ohio, First and second Florida, Sec- 
ond and Sixty-ninth New York and the 
Thirty-second Michigan. 

The large majority vf the regular sol- 
diers are from the ranks of the Second 
cavalry, all of whom came from the caval- 
ry hospital at Fernand.ma. 

None of the Georgia volunteers arrived 
on t'he train and it was learned from the 
officer in charge of the train that compar- 
atively few of the Georgians have suffered 
from the typhoid fever epidemic in Florida. 

e character of the sickness on the 
hospital traim was unusually light, and 
while a few of the men are dangerously ill, 
it is certain that the majority of them 
will recover.

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| THE BRIGHT SIDE OF ATLANTA 


Dr Kendrick Used This for Subject of 
Eloquent Sermon Sunday. 


WAS AN INTERESTING DISCOURSE 


Spoke of Many Natural Advantages 
of Atlanta and of Her 
Enterprise. 


Rev. A. D. Kendrick, pastor of the East 
Atlanta Baptist church, preached a sermon 
Sunday night on the “Bright Side of At- 
lanta.”” The church was crowded to the 
doors and the sermon held the attention of 
the vast congregation. 

The pastor took his text from Psalms 
xvi, 6: “The lines are fallen unto me in 
pleasant places.’”’ He stated ag a preface 
to his: sermon that~«he desired it to be 
understood that in. what he might say con- 
cerning the bright side of Atlanta he had 
not the remotest idea of replying to any- 
thing previous’y said by others concerning 
the dark side of Atlanta. He thought it 
would be profitable to cgnsider the bright 
side of Atlanta to stimulate efforts put 
forth to unbuild humanity. That Atlanta 
had a dark side he did not question, 

“David,” he said, “in contemplating the 
bright side of Jerusalem, and its many 
attractive points was led to exclaim in the 
language of the text: ‘The lines are fallen 
unto me in pleasant places.’ Great and 
various as were the ddvantages of Jeru- 
salem at that time, if? David were in At- 
lanta today how appropriately and striking 
could this description be applied to her. 

“An essential feature of the bright side 
of Atlanta is fier educational facilities. Her 
pub‘ic school system, the best in this coun- 
try, employs 212 teachers, imparts instruc- 
tion to 21,000 pupils annually at a cost of 
$200,000. This is a fine showing indeed, It 
must be remembered that under former 
systems, when parents paid for the tuition 
of their children, the amount expended was 
greater, while the number educated w28 
less. The duty of supporting u system of 
public education is a public one and cheer- 
fully borne by all, whether blessed with 
chi'dren or not. Beyond this are here 
muny private echools of high standing, 
while in close proximity are superb educa- 
tional institutions ranking with the best In 
the land. The School of Technology af- 
fords an education fitting young men for 
mechanical ‘and industrial labor. The 
achools and colleges for the negroes occupy 
a position in the front rank of educa- 
tional institutions for that race and give 
Atianta pre-eminence in that line. AS an 
educational center then Atianta forges to 
the front, affording a, ray of light to the 
bright side. : 

“In the great Christian and human: work 
of caring for the sick, Atlanta is not behind 
any city. Look at her numerous” sani- 
turlums and hospitals erected and main- 
tained for caring for and curing the sick. I 
thank God for putting it into tne heart and 
mind of Henry W. Grady to project and 
urge the establishment and maintenance of 
such a public benefaction as the Grady hos- 
pital, an institution which since its organl- 
zation has cared for many thousands of 
the sick and afflicted. Such an institution 
throws a bright light on the mercy and 
Christianity of a people and is a monument 
enduring as the hills to the expansive soul 
of Grady. 

“Anotner feature adding its halo of ifght 
to the bright side of Atlania is the response 
of her people to the claims of orphans. 
Let the recore of such institutions as the 
Baptist Orphans’ Home, the Hebrew Or- 
phans’ Home and the Methodist Orphans’ 
Home near by bear testimony to the large- 
hearted disposition of the people of Atlanta 
and shed a halo of light around the City. 

“Her missions for every shade of svuffer- 
ing and need are worthy-of attention, The 
Decatur street mission,. established for the 
uplifting and réstoration of the vagabond 
and drunkard; the Florence Crittenton 
Home for the upbuilding of fallen females; 
the Sheltering Arms, the Home for the 
Friendiess, Barclay’s mission on Marietta 
street, each in separate spheres of action. 
have accomplished an immense amount of 
good; have given comfort to many a dis- 
tressed and downcast soul and made the 
lines falling upon many to fall in pleasant 
places. Then, too, there are numerous 
wagons that traverse our streets bearing 
in them those that speak to the passers-by 
en subjects bearing upon their eternal wel- 
fare. The Salvation Army have a share 
in the picture! They seek ta rescue men 
and women from the slums and those that 
will not seek the light J,:cause their deeds 
are eyil. The success attending their la- 
bors adds to the brightness of the bright 
side. 

“The Young Men’s Christian Association 
have contributed very much to the bright- 
ness of Atianmta’s bright swe. In protecting 
and pocandrese si young men in moral and 
Christian growth and development they are 
factors of light. 

“The libraries of Atianta, which afford 
an opportunity to those of Iimited means 
to read goel books, givé our city pre- 
eminence. For a small sum one is enabied 
to read during the year many a work that 
will benefit the mind. The reading of a 
good book sirengthens and builds up the 
mind; the reading of bad books poison and 
deteriorates the mind. 

“Atlanta has 120 churches open every 
Sunday; 120 heralds of .the cross prociaim 
the glorious gospei of the Son of God, and 
it is estimaced that every Sunday gyer 
30,000 assembd.e in these churches to hear 
the word of God expvunded. Do net all 
these demonstrate that there is a brghi 
Side to Atuanta? Do they not show tunai 
Atianta is a great city? Should they not 
Stimuiate us to renewed efforts to increaée 
the efficiency and power of these organ.Zu- 
tons until their brillianey shall banish all 
that is dark \rom our sight?”

Cotton Crops Have Been Deluged in the 
Past Few Weeks. 


THERE IS ROT IN THE CROP 


Farmers Are Now Anxious To Have 
Some Sunshine.

HE recent heavy rains all over the 
state have done much to injure the 


| cotton crop. Complaints come from 
nearly all over the state of rot in the cot- 


ton. The peach crop, that has. been so fine 
up to ‘this time, has beeni injured by the 
rains and other fruit as well as peaches 
is rotting from too much wet weather. The 
ground is too wet to plow and many of the 
fields are filling up with grass and weeds. 
The rain hag delayed fodder pulling and 
dry weather is* needed very badly for the 
fodder to be saved and for the benefit of 
cotton. Follow!ng is the last crop report, 
published August Sth:

NORMAL CLASS AUGUST 29TH 


There Is Considerable Interest in the 
Meeting of Teachers and Import- 
ant Work Will Be Done. 


— | 


Applicants for entrance to the Boys’ and 
Girls’ High schools of Atlanta who were 
not regularly promoted or who failed to 
pass the final examinations or who desire 
to enter them without going through the 
grammar schools, will be examined Friday, 
September 2d. The girls will be examined 
at the Girls’ High school and the boys at 
the Boys’ High school. At this time they 
will be assigned to their classes. 

Superintendent Slaton has issued tickets 
to 672 children, who will be new pupils in 
the public schoo}js, None of those to whom 
tickets have been issued this year attended 
the Bchools last term and the greater num- 
ber of them have never before attended 
the public schools, 

A jarge number of applicants for tickets 
to the schools visit the superintendent's 
Office every day and those there are kept 
busy. People go to the office to obtain in- 
formation concerning the schools and to 
make arrangements concerning their chil- 
dren, The number of tickets registered in 
the office dates from July Ist. The outlook 
for a large attendance is unusually bright 
and it seems likely that many of the 
schools will be somewhat crowded at the 
beginning of the term. The matter will be 
arranged, however, that every child 
attending the schools will be furnished 
With a seat. 

The list of books for the various grades 
in the schools together with their price and 
exchange price will be printed in the course 
of the mext few days. The list is now in 
the hands of the printer. 

The number and order of the drawing 
books to be used in the schools has not yet 
been decided on. Superintendent Slaton 
and , Assistant Superintendent Landrum 
were appointed a committee to meet with 
Miss Clara Bradley, an expert in matters 
of this Kind, and decide on the order of 
the drawing books. Miss Bradley is not at 
present in the city and the matter will not 
be definitely decided until she arrives. 

The board of education will hold a meet- 
Ing on the afternoon of August 29th. There
